MR. WING ATTACKS MRS, FOY, 


Says She Remembered Too Many Trifling 
Details to Be Truthful, 

Mrs. Foy’s memory was the objective point 
of Mr. Wing’s attack in the Coughlin trial 
yesterday. For five hours the attorney tried 
to prove to the jury that Mrs, Foy’s memory 
was an impossible one; that no truthful 
woman could remember the wealth of trivial 
detail to which she had testified. After ridi- 
culing Mrs. Foy’s story and the State’s theory 
Mr. Wing said: 

“If all this is true we have a situation in 
the history of crime without a parallel. See 
what marvelous things these witnesses dis- 
cover Coughlin domg. Bardeen presses the 
button and finds him carrying the dead body 
along the street. The light flashes and lo, 
three murderers appear in their awful 
march with the dead. Mertes 
looks both ways at once and_ sees 
an Irishman anda Dutchman. The Irishman 
is just in the act of lifting his foot over the 
threshold of the slaughter-pen, as the State 


calls it. Mrs. Foy catches Coughlin just in 


the awful act of sitting down in her house. 
Mrs. Conklin sees more in ten minutes than 
any woman ever saw since God made the first 
one, and they’ve been pretty observant ever 
since, And the same way with Sister Hoertel. 
It is as impossible for Mrs. Foy to be true in

CHAPIN IN THE TOILS. 


HE IS HELD TO ANSWER TO A OHARGE 
OF OONTEMPT OF COURT. 


Pointed Questions Asked by Judge Hanecy 
Concerning Some Attempted Negotia- 
tions with the Chicago City Railway in 
a Suit Brought for $25,000 Damage=— 


Two Jurors Go to Jail ‘for Changing 


Their Votes After the Verdict Had 
Been Sealed@=Their Pay Is Forfeited. 


James M. Chapin of Norwood Park was held 
yesterday in $1,000 bail by Judge Hanecy 


and ordered to show cause why he should not 


be punished for contempt of court. Michael 
Durkin and Dennis Kennedy were sentenced 
to imprisonment in the County Jail and their 
pay as jurors was forfeited. John Kennedy 
was discharged. The Judge’s action was the 
result of his investigation of the reasons why 
the three jurors changed their verdict in a 
suit brought by Elba M. Tascher against the 
Chicago City railway company to recover 
$25,000 damages for personal injuries. 

The result in implicating Chapin, who was 
a witness at the trial, was unexpected, and the 
sensational character of the testimony given 
by him and by other witnesses as to his con- 
nection with the jury ‘overshadowed the testi- 

ony given by the suspected jurors them- 
selves. It came out that he had visited the 
City railway offices to say that two men on 
the jury were under obligations to him, also 
that he had been employed to do work for 
that company on two separate occasions 
and, although he was paid for it, his name did 
not go onthe pay-rolls. Chapin confessed 
that after his call at the City railway office he 
met Sumner C. Welch, whose name was made 
familiar to newspaper readers few years 
ago in connection with sernoeet, F jury fix- 


Chapin Does Not Give Bonds. 

The testimony given alleged that Chupin 
had said to the City railway official that the 
other side proposed to fix the jury. Testi- 
mony was given referring to the jurors’ ac- 
tidns, but the interest centered around Chap- 
in’s testimony. He was not able to furnish 
bondsmen, - 

The case out of which the investigation 
arose went to the jury last Wednesday. The 
same night a verdict was reached and sealed 
and this was opened in court Friday morning. 
Michael Durkin, John Kennedy, and Dennis 
Kennedy refused to stand by the verdict for 
the defendant when they were polled by the 
clerk. Judge Hanecy then dismissed the jury 
and directed the jurors to come into court 
yesterday for an investigation. 

The inquiry was held in Judge Hanecy’s 
chambers,. Attorneys William J. Hynes and 
J. S. Grinnell appeared for the city railway 
company. Attorneys Theodore Case and 
Marcus Kavanagh were present in the inter- 
ests of Elba Tascher, and toward the close of 
the proceedings they also announced that they 
would represent Jurors Dennis Kennedy and 
Michael Durkin. The two last-named attor- 
neys raised objections to the legality of the 
inquiry. The court overruled them, saying 
he proposed to discoverif any person had 
been guilty of trifling with the court. He 
said : 

“It is a matter of common knowledge 
among the members of the bar and business- 
men that juries may be influenced in this 
county. This isa serious matter and if this 
court cannot protect. the rights of the people 
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was called to the stand. He isa tall, gray- 
haired. military-looking man. He said he 
was an adjuster of claims and had been em- 
ployed by various railroads. He said: 

**] went to see Mason B. Starring of the 
claim department of the company. I pre- 
sented to him a supposititious case and asked 
him if.a jury was corrupt would he take ad- 
vantage of it.”’ 

‘Did you not ‘suggest something about 
fighting the devil with fire?’ interposed At- 
torney Hynes.

GRAIN OPERATOR A HEAVY SWINDLER. 


Defrauds Chicago Men by Means of 


Forged Bills of Lading/. ... 


‘ie, Be. mined the J. D. Richland grain -f 


company, receivers and slippers of grain, 
Kansas City, Mo.,is wantedin Chicago by 
two well known grain firms and possibly by a 
third. Last week,it is claimed, Richland 
forged thirty-two bills of lading for that 
many. carsof wheat, sent them to Chicago 
with four drafts of $2,000 each, and each ac- 
companied by eight of the forged bills. The 
forgery was not discovered in time to stop 
the payment of the drafts, and Richiand dis- 
appeared from Kansas City Saturday night 
$6,500 ahead on the deal, and possibly a few 
thousand dollars more. The Chicago suffer- 
ers are George A. Seavernsof the Rialto 
Building and the Wear Commission com. 
pany, No. 218 La Salle street. The former 
firm had in hand about $1,500 worth of 
wheat from Richland, reducing their loss to 
$2,500, while the Wear Comuaission com- 
pany is out $4,000. W. R. Mumford & Co., 
Royal Insurance Building, has done business 
with Richland within a few days and has re- 
ceived some of his drafts and bills of lading. 
As yet this firm does not know whether it has 
been defrauded or not, but would not be sgur- 
prised to find that it had been. 

Richland less than two months ago made 
his appearance in Kansas City on the grain 
market as a local operator. He commenced 
businese with Chicago in the regular way and 
his shipments came along all right for a 
month. All of these were made over the Chi- 
eago and Alton railroad and nothing wrong 
was suspected until last Saturday, when the 
Wear company and George A. Seaverns turned 
the bills of lading over to the freight depart- 
ment, ordering that the wheat be sent to their 
respective elevators. In carrying out this order 
it was found that two of the bills of lading 
called for the same car of wheat and the mat- 
ter. looked suspicious. The same cars had 
been billed to each firm and were ordered to 
two different elevators. The railroad com- 
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geries. The Chicago and Alton placed de- 
tectives on the case and the Wear Commission 
company wired their Kansas City attorneys 
to attach anything of Richland’s ownership. 
But it was too late, Of the $8,000 secured 
on the four $2,000 drafts the Kansas City Bank 
of Commerce paid $4.000 and a like amount 
was paid by another. bank. Thesufferers are on 
the track of Richland with detectives, and in 
the meantime, are trying to decide who 
will loss the $8,000—the Kansas City 
banks that paid the money on the forged bills 
of lading or the Chicago grain firms from 
whomthe money was collected. 

While Richland’s game was an easy one it 
was extremely bold. It is customary for 
grain firms to honor drafts with bilis of lad- 
ing attached as soon as presented and to 
await the arrival of the grain, which is usually 
several days behind on long hauls.

Cal Armstrong, escaped convict and de. 
faulting Deputy Treasurer of Tipton County, 
Ind., was quietly arrested at the Palmer 
House yesterday by an officer from Kokomo, 
Ind., and taken last evening to+4he peniten- 
tiary at Michigan City, Ind., where he will 
serve a sentence of three years, 

Armstrong .was a preacher, then got into 
politics, became Deputy County Treasurer 
under his father, commenced playing the 
races and patronizing pool rooms, stole $60,- 
000 county money, was ameested as a default- 
er, tried, sentenced to State's prison 
for three years, broke jail two 
weeks ago at Kokomo, and came 
to Chicago. He expected friends to furnish 
him money with which to reach Mexico, but 
they failed him, Asa result. he telegraphed 
Sheriff Simmons of Tipton’ County to come 
and get him, saying he could be found at the 
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CALVIN ARMSTRONG. 


Paimer House yesterday at 1 o’clock. The 
Sheriff sent an officer. When he arrived 
Armstrong was there and gave himself up. 
The arrest was made so quietly that not a 
single person about the hotel, not even De- 
tective McCarthy, knew anything abou: it. 

The captor and captive met in the rotunda, 
had a few words, casually walked out together, 
and paraded the streets until the 4 o’clock 
Michigan Central train took them away to 
Michigan City. . 

His Sweetheart Cauaes theJAgrest. 

It is understood that Armstrong was in- 
duced to give himself up by Miss Mae Shellen- 
berger, his sweetheart, of Tipton, Ind., who 
joined him here last Saturday morning. It is 
said, however, that he would have been taken 
within a few hours anyway, for she unwill. 
ingly gave the officers a clew to his where- 
abouts by disguising herself and boarding 
a Chicago-bound train on the Monon road

himself up. Armstrong thereupon wrote the - 


telegram to Sheriff Simmons; the officer sent 
after him arrived here at 7:30 yesterday 
morning. and finding the fugitive at the 
hotel the two walked away quietly together. 
At the Michigan City prison he joined his 
father, James K. Armstrong, Treasurer of 
Tipton County, who was convicted in January 
and sent up for one year. 

Though penniless and friendless, Armstrong 
posed theatrically to the last by dating his 
telegram from the Palmer House and ar- 
ranging to meet the officer there. He left the 
Kokomo jail Feb. 12 with only $9, and his 
purse was not replenished until the arrival of 
his sweetheart Saturday morning. She had 
money enough for a short stay at the hotel. 

Armstrong Disguised as a Woman. 

Armstrong escaped from Kokomo in female 
attire. It is said that after breaking jail he 
remained sixteen hours at a house within a 
stone’s throw of the celland the people who 
kept him over night gave him the female tog- 
gery. It is likely that some arrests will fol- 


low for aiding the prisoner to escape. Arm- 


strong walked in that disguise to Bringhurst, 
where he boarded a Monon train for Chicago, 
where he has been since, waiting for money 


‘that never came. 


Armstrong was fully as giad to seé the offi- 
cer as the latter was to see him. The officer 
was in citizen’s clothes and the prisoner was 
not handcuffed or ‘otherwise manacled,’ The 
prisoner was turned over safely to the peni- 
tentiary Warden late last night to begin his 
term, earning a bigger salary than he did as 
a preacher some years ago. 

‘I'he young man wasa preacher of ability 
and a school teacher before entering the 
Treasurer’s office, and was counted a model 
young man. With a change of associates he 
acquired a taste forthe race-track and later 


‘bought a string of running horses. From that 


moment his descent was at a hurricane pace. 
He sunk $60,000. besides his own and 
his father’s salaries for, two years. 
At Roby last winter he lost $13,000 
on the ° Derby. He followed _ the 
races continually and appeared at each 
race with a fresh hand sachel of money taken 
from the county treasury vaults. This con- 
tinued until the defalcation became too large 
to be concealed, even by the notes on myth-

Stoughton State Bank, were also approached. 
Thesegentlemen went to Attorney-General 


©’Connor to get his opinion as to the validity: 


of the contract. He refused tospeak as At- 
torney-General. but referred them to the case 
of Sholes vs. The State of Wisconsin. The 
Dows then constilted Senator Bashford, who 
is O’Connor’s law partner, and he gave: them 
a written opinion on the contract based 
upon the Sholes case. I[t was in sub- 
stance that the. contract was all 
right and that it was safe for them to put their 
money into it. The gentlemen knew of the At- 
torney-General’s opinion givento the Adju- 
tant-General to the effrct that the contract 
was all right and properly protected the best 
interests of the State, and upon the strength 
of these opinions they advanced $20,000 on 
the contract, $10,000 from the Dows and 
$10,000 from Tracy, Gibbs & Co. 

By some means (ol. Clark suddenly becaine 
manager of the Times again. He got possession 
of this $20,000 andimmediately began pay- 
ing up some of the paper's many debts with 
it. TheState Printer had got wind of the 
matter by this time and set about to put a 
quietus on the whole thing. The State Print- 
er’s attornry, Col. George W. Bird, immedi- 
ately began to make life miserable for Gov. 
Peck, and after several weeks’ threatening, 
during which time the Governor had cabled in 
Senator William F. Vilas t® advise him, Wis- 
consin’s Chief Executive was forced to eancel 
the contract, which had been Kept secret and 
has never yet been filed with the Secretary of 
State, ; 

Suit for the Cash. 

Here wasa pretty state of affairs for the 
Dows and Tracy, Gibbs & Co. Their $20,000 
had been paid and most of it spent In paying 
Times devts. They had not been consulted 
regarding the cancellation of the contract, 
and they were left in the lurch, They became 


anxious and began clamoring for their cash. 


The situation was awkward, and the defend- 
ants in the present suit knew it at the time. 
Assistant Attorney-General Ciancey testified 
that he was conscientious, and had told Mr. 
Tracy that he was .willing to chip in $5HOO 
himself, and that Assistant State Treasurer 
Proudfit would do the same to straighten the 
matterout.

DEATH OF “ MOTHER” MANDELBAUM. 


Notorious New York “ Fence” Passes Away 
in Her Canadian Place of Exile. 

HaMItton, Ont., Feb. 26.—Mother Mandel- 
baum, otherwise Mrs. Frederica Mandelbaum, 
the notorious “ fence,’ who did a flourishing 
business in New York until driven out by the 
police, died here this morning. She was 
wealthy, having accumulated a considerable 
fortune as a go-between for thieves and 
crooks and as the receiver of stolen goods. 
She came here ten-years ago, when the New 
York authorities had begun proceedings 
against her and her conviction was probable. 

{Mother Mandelbaum was 638 years old, and it 
is common report that she conducted a “ fence’ 
in New York for nearly thirty years without mo- 
lestation. July 25, 1884, she was arrested, 
charged with larceny in the second degree and 
with receiving stolen goods. It was announced 
Dec. 4, 1884, that she had jumped her bail bond 
of $15,000, but it was some time prior to that 
that she fled to Canada. The woman’s place on 
Grand street was the resort of every grade of 
thieves, from the high-class safe-cracker to the 
pots sneakthief who stole from express wagons.

FIGHT AT HAMMOND, IND., OVER 
REDUOED WAGES. 


Over Two Hundred Poles Walk Out When 
a Cut Is Made by the National Forze 
and Iron Works=Then They Engage in 
Some Bloody Quarrels Over the Matter 
of Accepting the Keduction — Union 
Pacitic Receivers Ordered to Restore 
Wages=Other Labor News. 


Ham™onp, Ind., Feb, 26.—Managers of the 
National forge and iron works at East Chi- 
cago this afternoon announced a cut of 19 
per cent in the wages of laborers. making $1 
a day for the hardest kind of work. wht ling 
scrap iron. Two hundred and fifty Polanders. 
walked out and held a consuitation on the 
main street of the town for several hours. 
There were . several bloody tights be- 
fore o'ctock this evening. Some of 
the foreigners refused to go on a strike and 
knives were freely used. Peter Sandtataliski 
was fearfully gashed on the head and _ shoui- 
ders by the strikers. Others whose names 
could not be obtained were more or less in- 
jured. Word was received that a small army 
of workmen were on their way from Seuth 
Chicago to accept the strikers’ places at the 
reduced scale. It angered the latter and they 
ran to the Fort Wayne depot a howling mob. 
Noone came, however, and they: withdrew 
quietly. “— 

‘The puddlers have also been asked to ac- 
cept a lower scale and it is thought they will 
abandon the works tomorrow morning. The 
mechanics have’ been notified that a cut of

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SOVEREIGN COURTS ARKEST. 
In a Speech in Winona He Defies Any 
Marshal to Take Him in Custody. 

Winona, Minn., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Grand Master Workman Sovereign in a 
speech this evening before 175 laborers said 
if opportunity permitted as a citizen of the 
United States he would violate the injunction 
placed upon him by Judge Jenkins at Mil- 
Waukee m regard to the employés of 
the Northern Pacitic road. The meet- 
ing was opened by a speech by Henry B. 
Martin of Minneapolis, member of the Execu- 
tive Board. In his speech Grand Master 
Workman J. R. Sovereign said the gold that 
filled the reserve fund came from the reserve. 
The cause of the finaneial ills rests on the 
laboring people,as the ballot-box favored 
labor with ninety-nine ballots to Gouid one. 
The labormg men should seek justice at 
Washington by voting for Representatives who 
will not deceive them. It is a shame to 
talk of bullets when ballots are so free. When 
the bonds of the United States are due the 
laboring nen would be in power. In regard 
to Judge Jenkins’ injunction he said: ** My 
right of free speech is forbidden. When 
they served the injunction they annihilated 
the rights of American citizens. I demand 
under the Constitution of the United States 
the right to violate the injunction. If there is 
a United States Marshal I defy . him to arrest 
me, 

In an interview today Mr. Sovereign said 
the language used in the speech at Des Moines 
against Jufige Jenkins was perhaps more 
forceful tHan would have been used had he 
not been in the -heat. of debate. He said ‘he 
expected to meet the employés of the North- 
ern Pacific road-at St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
but would not say that that was his main ob- 
ject in coming to Minnesota. 


RECEIVERS MUST RESTORE WAGES, 


Judge Riner Makes an Important Ruling 
in the Union Pacific Case. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Feb. 26.—George L., 
Hodges of counsel for Union Pacific railwan 
employés, appeared before Judge Riner in 
the United States Circuit Court here today

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IN A STORM’S GRASP. 


NEW YORK HELD FAST BY DISAGREE- 


Erastus Wiman Pleads Not Guilty and Gen. 
Tracy Attacks the District-Attorney’s 
OfficeJohn ¥. MeKane Refused a Stay 
of Proceedings and His Chances for an 
Early Departure for Sing Sing Goode 
Croker Will Pick the Next Sheriffi— 
Opaning of the Metropolitan Club-House 


New York, Feb. 26.—[Special.]—For vari- 
ety and vidlence the weather in this region for 
the last twenty-four hours has broken the ree- 
ord. There was wind—bleak, biting wind— 
followed by sleet that beat down furiously, 
Then came snow, and a blizzard snow. The 
wind began Sunday night. ‘The mercury had 
been falling during the day previous, and the 
prophets said it meant snow, and lots of it, 
The storm was confined to the New England, 
Southern, and Eastern States. At8 a. m. it 
was central over Washington and at 2 p. m. it 
was central over Maryland. It was then com- 
ing northeast straight towards New York, 
The wind, both morning and evening, was 
blowing at the rate of from forty to fifty 
miles an hour, and near night increased in 
volocity. This morning six and one-half 
inches of show had fallen, This was increased 
to eight inches before nightfall. Further south 
fully a foot of snow fell. ‘ 

John Cramer and three companions, em- 
ployés of the Singer Manufacturing company 
at Elizabethport, N.J., had a terrible ex- 
perience this morning in their trip across 


Richmond. The four men, as was their c 
tom, boarded their open boatat Port Rich- 
mond at about 6:30 when the storm was at 
its height. When they had reached the middle 
of the sound, opposite Newark Bay, they were 
enveloped in a sudden snow squall, which ob- 
scured all signsof the shore,so that they 
were practically lost a halfmile from 
either shore withthe wind blowing a gale 
and their light boat tossing like a shell on the 
white-capped waves. Toaddtotheir danger 
their hands had become so benumbed that it 
was impossible for them to either row or 
guide the boat, which floated with the tide up 
the sound. As they reached the old Chancel. 
lor steamboat dock at the foot of Livingston 
street, Elizabethport, Cramer made a des- 
perate effort with one of his oars and swerved 
the boat sufficiently to “point it toward the 
dock and into the short. current which swept 
them alongside of Hoplock’s boat-house float, 
where the boat stuck long enough for several 
of the men in the house who had heard the 
cries of distress to reach the now nearly un- 
conscious men, who were quickly carried into 
the house. 

Many of the vessels in the harbor were 
swept from their anchorages by the storm. 
There were few vessels in the bay that could 
keep from drifting without using both an- 
chors. ‘The ferry-boats anda few tugs were 
the only vessels moving. Three weather- 
beaten steamers arrived and cautiously felt 
their way to their piers through the mist and 
snow. It wasa hard day for shipping. No 
single anchor could hold the ship Muskoka. 
It is a big iron four-masted ship which 
had been anchored at Bedloe’s Island. 
The gale struck her and tore loose her anchor. 
She drifted for several miles and brought up 
within a few cable lengths of Robbins Reef. 
The crew let go the port anchor in time to 
save. her from going aground. The ship 
Roanoke, the largest sailing vessel in the 
world, which was: off Stapleton, rode safely at 
anchor. ‘The wirés connecting the Marine 
Signal Stations at Sandy Hook, the Highlands, 
and Quarantine are down. Reports of the ar-

LOADED MUSKET FOR FIREBUGS. 


Col. Rice Quietly Prepares Columbian 
Guards for the Fray. 

A special courier from Col. Rice appeared 
at army headquarters yesterday afternoon with 
a request forarn army musket primed and 
loaded, The boy did not wish to be arrested 
for carrying firearms and he waited until 
dark before returning to Jackson Park. 

The messenger did notsay what was wanted 
with the weapon and Columbian Guards at 
Jackson Park last night denied all knowledge 
of it. It was surmised, however, that severe 
measures are to be adopted by the guards 
toward any ;firebug caught in the 
park.

Miss Dock has notified 
Warden Monroe that all nurses will be with- 
drawn from Ward 26, the contagious ward, 
Feb. 28.- The matter was laid before the 
County Board yesterday, and on a resolution 
from Commissioner Allen the board author- 
ized the Warden to secure nurses for Ward 26 
from some other source than the training 
school in case they carry out their threat.

‘“T was 16 years old,” she said, “when a 
man, who is now at the top of Masonry, in- 
vited me to. see an initiation in the lodge a 
Lockport, N. Y. I never understood why be 
was so anxious for me to. see the initiation, 
but it was only upon his urgent request that f 
consented to go to the lodge-room. I was se- 
ereted in a. little room opening out into 
the lodge. The panel of the door was loosened 
so that | could move it. When the initiation 
began I moved the panel so I could look in,

and there saw the whole thing. I was consid- 
erably shocked ut some portions of it,’ Mrs. 
Lease answered, with a laugh, ** but as I have 
always had a strong taste for the tragic or the 
dramatic the initiation impressed me strongly. 
I saw all three degrees of the Blue Lodge, 
which, I believe, they call the first steps of 
Masonry.” 

Mrs. Lease then told why after all these 
years she finally revealed to the world how 
she became a Mason. It was when her fight 
with Gov, Lewelling was before the Supreme 
Court of Kansas that she overheard three Ma- 
sons of high standing discussing the case. 
** The Governor's got the best of Mrs. Lease,” 
one of them said, ** but it is because he is a 
Mason and the Supreme Judges are Masons.”’ 

‘* On the impulse of the moment,”’ related 
Mrs. Lease, ** I stepped up ‘to the group and 
claimed that the Governor did not have any 
the best of me there, for I, too, was a Mason. 
I put out my hand to the group and gave the 
Masonic grip. They admitted I had it right, for 
they all asked meat once how I got hold of that. 
You see I had them there, for they had un- 
wittingly confessed that I had the true Ma- 
sonic grip. Then the stories went out that 
Mrs. Lease was a Mason, and I have been 
flooded with letters from women ever since 
who wanted’ me to initiate them into the 
order,”’ 

Says Women Can Keep a Secret. 

“Of course for women,” she said, * we 
could cut out some of the Bacchanalian feat- 
ures of the Masonic ceremonies, but we could 
prove to the world that -women é¢an keep a 
secret as well as men. Whatan unjust thing 
that has' been through all the eges. Now 
through all these years T have known all about 
Masonry and never told the secret.”’ 

Mrs. Lease claims to know not only the 
ritual of the order but all the secret words 
and grips. She said that she had never read 
any of the alleged exposes of Masonry, and 
knewmothing of them, and yet is fully qual- 
ified “to; sit in the chair of the Worshipful 
Master and initiate the women of America 


_ into lodges, chapters. and comimanderies. 


Mrs. Lease was naturally jubilant over her 
victory by which she remained at the head 
of the Board of Charitable and Penal Insti- 
tutions notwithstanding Gov.

She predicted that “the 
present State officials would be defeated for 
renomination and said that John F. Willits 
and John G. Otis were now strongly in favor 
for the Populist nomination for Governor.

She consid- 
ered that he had a splendid chance of going 
to the Senate, if the Republicans carried the 
State, but of course she was of the opinion 
that if the Populists did not fuse with the 
Democrats they would. win. She denounced 
the struggle over the tariff as only a trick to 
divert attention to the real cause of poverty, 
which, she said, had its source in the demon- 
etization of silver in 18/73.

HAS A BICYCLE FOR OR RIDING ON THE ICE 


The Inventor Gives an << as wahantlien’ on the 
Lincoln Park Pend. 


Peter Weber, a member of the Milwaukee 


Fire Department, has invented a bicycle tire 
which, if it ever comes into general use, will 
make bicycling a winter as well as a. summer 
sport, 


~~ Yesterday he displayed his invention by fre- 


.quent trips on the ice at Lincoin Park before 
acrowd of skaters and a few bicycle men. 
Weber’s invention is an aluminum: tire about 
the same size as the ordinary pneumatic, ex- 
cept for the fact that it has a uniform bulge 
around the outer edge. 
to an ordinary safety bicycle: Around the 
edges of the rear wheel of this bicycle are a 
series of steel spikes about four inches apart 
on either side. It isin this feature that the 
invention is shown. These spikes keep the 
wheels froin slipping, something. after the 
fashion of ice creepers, and at the same time 
give the wheela grip on the ice while the 
bicycle is forged ahead from the pedals. 
invention appears to be- practicable ‘to soite 
extent, but. for general use it is imprac- 
ticable. 

In the first place the tire is nearly three 
times as heavy as the rubber pneumatic and 
tee fact that the spikes on the rear’ wheel cling 
te the ice to a certain extent makes it impos- 
sible to attain a speed that will compare with 
that of the pneumatic. Another point not in 
its favor 1s the fact that there is a possible 
danger from a *“‘ header.”’- A pneumatic tire 
hits a rider's head like a stuffed club, but if 
Mr, Weber’s wheel ever struck a rider on the 
head it would puncture that cranium so full 
of holes fhat disfigurement for life would be 
the only result. One of the party that saw 
the wheel yesterday stated that he believed 
that it would never be gencrally -used, but 
that the invention could be used by exploring 
parties in the north ice lands where rapid 
progress was not the only feature. 

On soft ice the wheel is but of little use.

W. A. Freeman did not think it advisable to 
demand anything of Mr. Yerkes in such a 
manner. ‘ The committee,’ he said, ** would 
propably accomplish more if it would confer 
with Mr. Yerkes and show him thata change 
such as we desire would be to the financial in- 
terest of his company. I move this as an 
amendment to Mr. Woolf’s motion.” 7 

Mr. Woolf’s motion, with Mr. ype oi 
amendment, was put to a vote and passed 
unanimously. The Secretary was called upon 
to state how many signatures had been ob- 
tained to the petition asking fora change in 
the routes of street car lines. He said there 
were 1.500. Thena discussion arose as to 
whether or not that number of signatures was 
sufficient to induce Mr. Yerkes to make a 
change. 

W. S. Holden thought that Mr. Yerkes 
would argue that the petition was only in the 
interest of the West Madison street business- 
men, and that it was his intention to cater to 
residents of the West Side asa whole. Ona 
of the speakers in reply said that 10,000 
names could be obtained in less than four 
days to show that residents of the West Side 
are in accord with the movement. After the 
subject had been argued for sonre time it was 
decided to present the petitions to Mr. Yerkes 
as they stood and if he should be in doubt .as 
to the desires of the public at large thousands 
of names could be secured in a short time. 

A Hitch and a Cheap ’Bus Line. 


It was also brought out in the general talk 
which followed that when Mr. Yerkes was 
granted the franchise of the Van Buren street 
tunnel the ordinance provided that it be used 
for Halsted street and Blue Island avenue car 
lines. .This, it was thought, annulled the 
original charter. W.H. Patesaid Mr: Yerkes 
had done a great deal for the West Side. He 
had, of course, at all times been on the look- 
out for the interest of the company. But if it 
was proved to him that a change meant 
money in his pocket the speaker thought Mr. 
Yerkes would make the desired change. 

The change asked for is that the Blue Island 
avenue and Halsted street cars be run east on 
Madison street and that the Milwaukee avenue 
lines be run along Desplaines street through 
the Washington street tunnel. 

‘*Tf all measures fail,” said Mr. 
Woolf, as he was leaving. the hall, “I propose 
the establishment of a two-cent ’bus line.” 
The meeting adjourned subject to the call of 
the Chairman.

TO DISMISS THE “L” INJUNCTION, 


Motion of the Lake Street Road Being 
Heard Before Judge Gibbons, 

The motion to dissolve.the injunction ob- 
tained -by John A. J ohnsdn and others against 
the Lake street ‘'L”’ road, restraining the 
construction between Forty-eighth and Fifty- 
second streets, was argued before Judge Gib- 
bons yesterday. ‘When the case was called 
Judge Gibbons said: “There was nothing 
unusual in the granting of this injunction. It 
was brought tome at 8:30 o’clock in the

The bill 
had been examined and indorsed by Master 
in Chancery Leaming, who is a reputable offi- 
cer, and was also brought to me by an attor- 
ney of great integrity. The representation 
was also made to ine that unless the injunc: 
tion was issued instanter the Lake street ** L”” 
road would be put to great expense, as it was 
about to haul a large quantity of iron and 
other inaterial to the property affected by the 
injunction.” 

Attorney Clarence Knight, who represents 
the ** L*’ road, said the complainants knew at 
the time the injunction was issued that the 
inaterial for building the road had been pre- 
viously placed in front of complainants’ 
vroperty. He presented a stipulation signed 
by seven of the complainants agreeing to the 
dismissal of the suit. This left five com- 
plainants representing 499 feet of frontage 
on Lake street out of a total of 5,000 feet 
between Forty-eighth and Fifty-second streets, 
Defendants allege that the proceedings are 
the result of spite work, and that certain stock- 
holders of the Ciceroand Proviso railroad 
company were responsible for the actions of 
the property-owners. The affidavit. of John 
M: Davis, in which he alleges the re- 
straining order was sought by the property- 
owners at the instigation of the_Cicero and 
Proviso railway, was also read.

It was nearly noon when President Young 
of Washington called the meeting to order. 
The constitution was merely touched upon to 
the extent-of one change,-which provides that 
hereafter no club, without the consent of the 
opposing eee shail change the time of + go 
ning a sched -< game more than hal 
hour from the oa time for starting games 
in that city. This new rule is intended to pre- 
vent a repetition of the New York-Washington 
controversy of last year, when the New Yorks 
changed the Washington game to 1 o’clock to 
let the Yale and Princeton teams play on the 
polo grounds at 4 o’clock, 

Rules 2 to 11 inclusive were stricken out 
and néw ones adopted in their stead. The 
rules refer to the construction of the diamond, 
and the changes are purely technical. By the 
new rules a civil engineer is required to lay 
out or, survey every league diamond, and 
thereby obtain a perfect accordance among 
them all. As the old rules stood there was a 
chance left open for various small inaccura- 
cies in the laying out of the various diamonds. 

Sec, 2 of Rule 12 was so changed that in 
the future a new ball or the ball in reserve 
will be put into ~~ as soon as the ball in 
use is batted into foul grounds beyond the 
sight of the umpire and not beyond the sight 
of the players. 

In Sec, 4 of Pe same rule the word “‘ yarn”’ 
was superseded word interior. The 
old rule weary that a new ball should be 
substituted whenever the ball in use ripped 
so as to expose the yarn. The new rule 
changes this SO as to read: * So as te expose 
the interior.’’ 


To Prevent Disputes. 


The phraseology of Rule 20 was so changed 
that a dispute which arose last on between 
the Bostons and Chicagos cauaet again occur. 
It was an extra inning game. The Chicagos 
scored in their half of the extra inning and 
the Bostons in the same inning tied the score, 
with twoout. They then had to leave the 
field to catch atrain. They claimed a tie, 
but Anson disputed their right to count the 
run., The game wenton record asa tie, and 
the rule a& amended will decide any such case 
which may arisein the future inthe same 
way. Rule 36 was amended so as to read.as 
follows: 

A fair hit is a ball batted by the batsman stand- 
ing in his position that first touches Ry part of 
the person of a player or any um falls 
within foul lines that, whether it uches 
foul or fair ground, bounds or rolls within the 
foul lines between home and -first or home and 
third base without interference by a player. 

‘Then follows a broad new rule, numbebed 
38, which puts a handicap on the bunt, as fol. 
lows: 

tule 38. A sacrifice bunt is a ball batted a 
the batsman sgtanding in his position that falls 
within fair grounds before reaching the line be- 
tween first and second bases and second and third 
bases, as defined in Rule 36, that is made for the 
obvious purpose of advancing a runner occupy- 
ing a base which results in putting out the bats- 
man, or would so result if handled without er- 
rors. 

According to this rule the bunt is described 
and made definite and certain, asa lawyer 
would have it, so that a spectator duller of 
comprehension than the members of the Rule 
committee can recognize the thing the mo- 
ment it is made.

Penalizing the Bunt. 


‘To Rule 41 was added a new section (4), 
which says: 


A strike isa foul hit other than a foul tip 


4 made by the batsman while attempting a bunt 


sacrifice hit, as defined in Rule 38, that falls or 
rolls upon foul ground between home base and 
first oase, or home base and third base. 

This is the penalizing of the bunt which 
has so often been referred to by way of an- 
ticipation during the last winter. Hereafter 
the man who bunts will not do it for the pur- 
pose of fouling off fairly pitched balls till he 
gets his base. That new rule, at least, meets 
with general approval. 

The next change makes another striking in- 
novation in play. Last year when a 
was fooled by a pitched ball so much that he 
struck at it and was hit by it on uny part of 
the person, except the forearm or hand 
was given a base. This year he will get no base, 
but the ball will be called dead, and a strike 
instead will bev recorded. e new provis- 
ion, Sec. 8 of Rule 42, reads: ‘*The batsman 
is out if while attempting a third strike the 
ball touches any part of the batsman’s per- 
son, in which event base-runnera occupying 
bases shall retire, as provided in Sec. 5 a ld), 
Rule 47.” In order to make this provision ap- 
ply te any strike:See. 4 of old Rule 48 is 
amended so as to provide that the batsman 
becomes a base-tunner when hit by a pitched 
ball without his making an attempt to strike. 
In that case it is called a strike, and he does 
not go to base as heretofore. 

To old Rule 48 was added Sec. 9. which 
says that the batsman ‘is out if he hits a fly: 
bill that can be handled by an infielder while 
first base is occupied with only one out. This 
new rule effectually wipes out the play of 
trapping the ball for a double “pay. which was 
so successfully worked by McPhee and Pfeffer 
in particular. It created a good deal of in- 
dignation among the ball-players present. An- 
son especially denounced the new rule as a 
step in retrogression. 

To old Rule 46 was added Sec. 5, which 
reads: ** The base-runner shall return to his 
base if while attempting a strike the ball 
touches any part of the batter’s person.”’

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To see if they are purely vegetable: 
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
